Index Figures Except For Lowly-Paid Workers

ABSENCE OF ANY seliablo cost of living - index 
figures, beyond a rough Food Price Index ap- 
‘plicable only to the mass of lowly-paid Chinese 
workers, renders it difficult to-mect the re- 
quests of readers for an authoritative sum- 
mary of recent increases in prices in the Co- 


lony. 


it may, however, be stated, in general terms that 
the cost of food for Chinese workers in the Co- 
lony has risen between nine and ten per cent, 
since the outbreak of war: and that 


Prices of necessaries for the average European 


household have gone 


up probably by nine per 


cent. There have been, of course, great dif- 
ferences in the movements of separate itams, 
but nine per cent. or possibly something loss, 
represents a reasonably fair estimate. 


Inquiries indicate that cost of Hv 
ing means different things to differs 
ent classes. 

For anything above the busic 
wape-carning classes, no attempts 
have been made anywhere to evolve 
a Cost of Living Index, and oven 
for the lowly-pald Chinese it has 
been difficult to get much more than

“FLUCTUATION OF PRICES 


Such information as exists, with- 
out putting too strong a point upon 
it, shows that the cost of living for 
workers in. Hong Kong rose by about 
10 per cent. between 1929 and 1931, 

From 1931, it began to fall stendi- 
ly until In 1936, It was about elght 
per cent. below the 1929 figure and 
therefore about 19 per cent. below 
the 1931 figure. 

Prices began to rise agalr in 
1937. In 1938, they had reached the 
1029 figure once more.

In the later months of 1937, there 
was an abnormal expansiun of food 
prices, but they subsided agaln from 
early in 1938 and it was not until 
August this year that they again 
took a sharp upward turn.

WILL THE PLAY GO ON? 


When the war came the British 
theatre was fooldng forward ta an 
extremely active autumn seuson. 
Many new plays were in prepara- 
tien, many new projects were  de- 
veloping into schemes — that might 
have benefited the theatre and 
theatregoers all over the country. 

The. artlstic- level of — the drama 
was becoming higher, and — there 
was an ‘indicatlon, that drawing- 
yoom cemedy and the — trivialities 
which had for so long passod as 
drama were being driven - off the 
stage by dramatists who were at- 
temnting, In the thicket and jungle 
of the commercial theatre, to pre- 
sent the manifold problems of 
humanity in a form that maintained 
the integrity of these problems, be- 
sides being good theatre. Dramatists 
and artists were getting less fearful 
of the word “propaganda,” but 
rightly insisted that, first and fore- 
most, n ploy containing a point of 
view must be a good play. 

On September 2. the theatre 
collapsed throughout the length and 
brendth of Great’. Britain.§ Thou 
sands of artists, penniless, were 
thrown out of work, Impresarios 
lost tens and tens of thousonds of 
pounds. The high hopes of drama> 
tists for their new plays were dash- 
ed to pleces. | 

When, however, the dreadfully 
expected German bombers nelther 


durkened the sky.nor flashed. thelr’, 
bombs, omld the shattered ruins of, 


the empty West End playhouses, 
the theatre pulled itself together 
and surveyed its position. The 
artists were still olive, the theatres 
Intact, and the scripts safe In the 
hands of the managers, who, repre- 
senting fnonee, found themsclves 
and the audience the arent problem. 

Tt was obvious that {f the play was. 
to go on it was safcr to open in the 
Provinces than in London, but no 
manager could be rightly osked to 
risk a great denl of money on what 
was a far greater gamble than {s the 
theatre usually. So, with the tre- 
mendous adaptability that stage folk 
possess, ploys began to go aut on a 
“commonwealth basis.” 

The stars take'a maximum of ten 
pounds ‘a week; other performers o 
minfmum of five. If the takings go 
sbove an agreed and-fixed figure 
then the management, the stars, and 
other. performers take on agreed 
shore, SO . 

Two of our leading actors and 
actresses took cach on the first week 


of this endeavour Jess than 
The second week they took over 
£100. Other members of the cast 
drew actually more than was In 
thelr contracts. 

The great provincial citles—Bris- 
tol, Binckpool, Manchester-—~played 
to capacity, and the theatre world 
realised, with a sigh of relief, that 
It was far from being dead. 

In the lost week or two there have 
been signs that theatres In the West 
End will open on a roster that will 
prevent overcrowding, and plays 
will be presented on ia common- 
wealth basis. 

Now, it must not be thought that 
out of the black-out emerged a body 
of Good Companions, sentimentally 
all-for-one-ing und one-for-all-ing, 
or that) the commercial manager 
did not remain what he ts and al- 
ways, hus been—a bright Ind with 
an eye to the muin chance. 

First there came.a tentatlve — at- 
tack on Equity’s rights and. stand- 
ards. Privileges’ of the lower pnid 
members of the cast that had taken 
twenty years’ Aghting to establish 
were threatened when an egregious 
gentleman addressed the Indies of 
the chorus, “Now, what are the 
chorus going to do for their coun- 
try?"— his ideo of patriotism being 
that a four pound a week minimum 
should be reduced. . 

But it was here that the highly- 
paid stars in Equity stood loyally by 
the humbler members of the pro- 
feaston, and Jt was agreed that, os 
far as. tha rank-and-file were con~ 
cerned,. their basic rates should be 
untouched, and that no” principle 
should be violated. . . 

The attack on Equity's principles 
utilleed, jn, the emotion of the 
moment, a spacious vocabulary, and 
was not resiricted to the commercial 
theatre; some artists entertaining 
troops found’ themselves being put 
to considerable expense. 

While it now appears certain that 
n falrly vigorous theatre will persist 
during the dark days ahead of us, 
artists and dramatists are wonder- 
ing: what our theatre will be ike 
after the war. It, {s certain that 
there will be'confusion and disorder. 
— WI the astute manoger: out only 
for profit, be able to walk In and 
snap up the prizes? . 
| Are we all golng-to be justa fow

T., N. T. will 
shatter for ever the ivory tower in 
avhich so many artists have sought 
to isolate themselves. 


But !t is also the duty of the ore 
gonised plemocrallc “movement to 
realise that this Is an opportunity 
to stretch outa hond to the thentre 
workers, and, with their great re- 
sources and. experience and or 
ganising powers, help the artint to 
take advantage of the disruption 
against which the commercial 
theatre has only been able to help 
Itself by ulllising the tremendous 
adaptability of the artist to his 
matertal. ‘

WINSTON CHURCHILL is 
to-day the most vigorous 
and colourful personality in 
English political life.

when it'is too lute fo prevent — the 
disaster which he so accurately fore- 
told, he has been ealled upen to 
share in meeting it and without 
making complaint, erjticism or con- 
ditions he has buckled to the task. 
What are the qualities that have 
formed the charueter and marked 
the carcer of this remarkable man? 
The first quality is courage—a 
quality that has never failed or de- 
serted him, When as a new bay at 
Narrow he pushed one of the strong: 
ert and most important of the older 
boyr—who afterwards proved to be 
Leo Amery-—into the water, when i. 
u subaltern he succeeded in getting 
leave to pny a visit’ to Cuba, that 
being the only place’ in the world 
where in 1805 a war was in pro- 
gress, when he fought on the North: 
West Frontier In India, when he 
charged with the 2let Lancers al

“But of the two species of courage 
that a man can command there can 
be Ilttle doubt that what is culled the 
moral variety is the more uncom- 
mon, and of this also Winston Chur- 
chill has never shown any de- 
fictency. It took no small depree of 
that kind of courage for a young 
man who had just succeeded In win- 
ning a seat for the Conservative 
cause, who had been brought up in 
a strongly Conservative ntmosphere, 
whose father had been a brilliant 
Conservative statesman ound whose 
early imbibed prejudices had been; 
reinforced, by service in a cavalry, 
regiment, to sever himself complete- 
ly from the party to which his fami- 
ly and most of his friends adhered. 
Those were days when party feeling 
van higher than It docs to-day and 
when to be both a Liberal anc a ree 
negrade meant exclusion from many 
hous and breaches with many 
friends.

When 
somebody once observed to Sheridan 
that there was no greater pleasure 
than lying under a tree with a book, 
he answered “Why with wbook?" No 
such query could occur to Winston 
Churchill. The art of idleness is one 
of the few arts that he has never 
delgned to study. Pleasure for him 
has always ‘meant another form, 
never a cessation, of, activity. Whe- 
ther it were playing polo or painting 
pictures, novel wrillng or brick luy- 
ing he would, throw his whole heart 
into the occupation of the moment 
and devote to it all his vigour and 
enthusiasm. For’ that reason he Is 
never dull in himself and for the 
saine reason he is the best compnny 
in the world because his enthusiasm 
fs infectious and londs temporary, 
reflected, inspiration to those sround 
him. 

The third great quality which 
Winston Churchill possesses and 
which more than cither of the other 
two distinguishes. him from the ma- 
jority of pollticlans is the gift of 
Imaginatton.

Winstan Churchill fs certainly one 
of the best writers of English alive, 
but the first editlons of his books 
command no price in the market 
while those of many t second rate 
novelist have soured in value. On 
{he other hand hie has frequently 
been urged by the ancnymuus writ- 
ers of leading political articles that 
he would be well udvised to devote 
al his energies to biterary production 
and to leave politics alone. As for his 
painting, it has, so far as Tam aware, 
received no attention at all in artis- 
tle circles. . 


The fact of the matter is that the 
English peaple have a mortal fear of 
anything that {s unustal or out of 
the ordinary. They prefer to pin thelr 
fallh to the mediocre, the common- 
place and the middle class. In quiet 
times, it may well be that the Eng- 
lish are wise so to Imit thelr choice 
of leaders. Where there is genius 
there may be danger, bul where 
there Is certainly danger genius is 
required to meet and to defeut it. 


Possessing courage, however, is 
well as imaginatian, Winston Chur- 
chill has been careless, perhaps too 
careless, of the opinion of his con- 
temporarics. 


Because he hus not always work- 
ed with the same Party, some people 
have failed to recognise the consis- 
tency of his career, It ly not ulwoys 
the man who changes his Party who 
changes his mind. Parties themselves 
are guilty of the most glaring incon- 
sistencics. I have seen the slaunchest 
members of the Tory Party vocifer- 
ously cheering the extreme pacliism 
of Mr. Lansbury because It happen- 
ed to coincide with the policy called 
“appeasement,” which for a short 
time they supported, but subsequent- 
ly forsook. I have seen members of 
the same Party congratulating the 
Prime Minister one day on refusing 
to introduce conscription because 
they thought he had na intention ot 
of doing so and voting fn support 
of him on the following day when 
he introduced it. Those who silently 
vote ns they are told to by the Whips 
ure guilty of far greater ine 
consistencies than the man who his 
the courage (and ‘the tmagination 
persistently to follow one line of 
his.own, even though ‘it may take 
him from time to tlme from one side 
of the House of Commons to another. 


On all tha great issues of the age, 
Wington Churchill: has shown him-. 
self ‘consistent. In questions of social 
teform, which so much occupied the 
times of peace, he was always in. 
favour of long strides in the direc- 
tion of rapidly improving: the con- 
ditlons of the people. As a Home 
Secretary, he is still remembered by 
the unhnppy denizens of “His Ma- 
jenty'’s prisons os tho man who did 
most to humanize and make bearable

Although he hod been a 
member of more than one Govern- 
ment that had produced that policy, 
he had never liked it and when the 
Labour Government of 192)’ carricd 
it still further he thought that the 
moment had come to denounce It. 
The lenders of the Conservative 
Party, however, who were ‘welt 
uware that if they were returned to 
power, which they expected to be, 
they would make no serlous changes 
in the policy which was being pur- 
sued, were bound to give it thet 
blessing and on this issue only Wine 
ston Churchil! broke with Mr. Bald- 
win and his colleagues, with the re- 
sult that when the Coalition’Govern- 
ment was farmed in 1931 he found 
no place in it und even after the 
General Election of ’ 1935, in which 
the question of India played no part 
—nor has It played any part since 
—the action which he had then taken 
was mode the. excuse for continuing 
to,exclude him from the Cabinet. 

From 1924 to 1929 he was Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, It Js usual 
‘for the Chancellor of the  Ex- 
chequer to succeed his Chief as 
Leader of the Party and Prime 
Minister. Ten years ago | therefore 
dt seemed probable that in the nature 
al course of events: Winston Chur- 
chill would assume such a position in 
the near future. Had he done xo, or 
had he even remained in a secondary 
but-powerful positlon, the course of 
English, European and World history 
would have been altered. 


JUDGMENT 


During those ten years he has at 
im period failed to ‘cstimate  ac- 
curately. the full meaning of the Ger- 
“man menace. He. has advocated con- 
sistently rapid rearmament and the 
forming of . close | inderstandings 
with those Powers . which = were 
threatened by and were willing to 
resist German aggression. His warn- 
ings fel} upon deaf cars, but if they 
had been acted upon in time they 
would have made the war -impos- 
siblo because Germany would never 
have been strong enough to have 
dared to launch it. . 


A year, ago the Prime Mintster 
sold that while he recognised Winston 
Churchill's, many claims to fame, 
he could not trust his judgment. 
Even then his judgment was belng 
proved correct.

concluded. This great sacriltce made 
by France to the common cause 
should be remembered Jater on. 

Mennwhile, for the successful con- 
stusion of the tripartite agreements, 
two problems remnined to be solved. 


Germany had sticceeded in galpe 
Ing_ an important position jn Turkish 
foreign trade. Turkey, notwithstand- 
ing the great Industrial effort under- 
taken by the Kemalist regime, had 


y still to buy numerous manufactured 


products from abroad. Her import 
requirements Vv considerable, 
particularly as regords war material 
fur ‘the reinfercement of her mill- 
tary power. But lf a country wishes 
to buy, it must be able to sell its 
products in exchange or to obtain 
credits, and when the material to be 
purchased is for natipnal defence 
and is, In the nature of things, an 
unproductive Investment, it is clear 
that the credits granted cannot be 
long term ones. Thus commercinl and 
financial agreements had necessarily 
to be preceded, or in any case ne- 
companied by nayreements of a politi- 
cal character, The negotiations were 
delleate, and the part played by 
the British Government was impor- 
tant. : 


Not Herr Von Papen’s

fault that these negotiations. 
were resstul, for, thls extremely 
clever German diplomat, who his 
Invarlubly been entrusted with dif- 
ficult missions before an important 
initlative on the part of the German 
Government, spared no pains at 
Ankara -to wreck the tripartite 
negotiations.

There ure probably some whe will 
say that the reservations inserted in 
the ud¢itional protocol to the tri- 
partite ¢reement singularly weaken 
its scope. The reservation made by 
Turkey that she cannot be commit- 
fed to un uctlon whose effects and 
consequences might create a state 
of war between Turkey and Russia 
does indeed diminish the value of 
the guarantee given to Rumania, who 
Is thus, for the moment, protected 
by Turkey only against a German 
aggression ond not ngainst a Rus- 
sian attack.

A Decisive Step 


To sum up, it may be sald that a 
first and probably decisive step has 
been made to prevent war from cx- 
tending to the Ballsans and the Medi- 
terrancan. Should Germany or any 
other power attempt such extension, 
she will find herself confronted by 
not only France and Britain, but ulso 
Turkey. ‘ 


At a moment when a policy of 
safety at all costs appenrs to actuate 
certuin States whose fate will none- 
theless be decided on the batterfield, 
Turkey hos set a remarkable exam- 
ple of firmness and resolution. Of 
all the signatories to the Balkan Pact, 
Turkey could probubly most easily 
disinterest herself: from this instru- 
ment. Yet ehe has confirmed it, in- 
directly but formally, in the tripar- 
tite ogreement. She must also have 
waited to sce how the chances of 
war would develop. She has not 
done so. She has decided to-day in 
which cump she will be. 

This is why neither the gaps 
the agreement itself nor the re: 
tlons of the protocol necd give any 
cause for anxiety. Diplomacy means 
constant bullding; ‘and on the solid 
foundation of friendship between 
Britain, France and Turkey it ts 
possible fo build,

“West led the ten of hearts. I could 
count twelve tricks, but it was cers 
tein that the heart finesse would not 
work and since there was no possible 
Anesse.in diamonds und clubs [ was 
forced to rely on a squeeze, 1 have 
been looking for. a trump squeeze 
for a long time, but up to this hand 
I had not been able to recopgnise the 
chance of making one. In th and, 
however, I could see that if East held 
the red kings and the club queen 
1 could squeeze him, und this [ pro- 
ceeded to do as follows: 

“The first heart trick was won 
with the ace, and then six rounds 
of trumps were taken. North dis- 
eirded the heart four and the diid- 
mond three and nine. I then played 
the ace and king of clubs and led 
the king of spades and discarded the 
dlumond ten from dummy. This 
squeezed East, and he elected to part. 
with the jack of diamonds. There- 
fore the diamond deuce was led to 


the ace, and the heart juck was ruff- 
ed with the queen of spades, the dia- 
mond queen providing the fulfhing 
trick,
